starches are increased gradually. 


At end of six to nine months he is 


given an Increased amount of meat, 
eggs, and cereals. 
; 


Twelve months after the seizures 


have stopped, the amount of fat is 
gradually reduced. 


The reports to hand shorr cures in 


nearly one-third of the rases, and a 
lessened number of attacks in others. 


With result* such as these it is 


surely not too much to hope that the 
knowledge of the causo and cure of 
this "falling: sickness" of ancient 
times is likely to be an established 
fact.

XO PERMITS NEEDED 


TO TRAIN BIRD DOGS. 


Albany. X. T., Aug. 21 (£>).— 


Owners of bird dogs in New York 
state will be able to train their 
young dogs this year without obtain- 
ing a permit 
from 
the Xew York 


State Conservation Department. 


In former years the Conservation 


Law has required dog owners to ob- 
tain permits. This requirement was 
repealed at the last session of the 
Legislature, but according to John 
T. McCormlck, deputy chief of the 
fish and game division, scores of dog 
owners have made application for 
permits In the past f«w «O- 


In .the past the department has is- 


sued annually nearly 10.000 of these 
permits, and according to McCor- 
mick, dispensing with them has ma- 
terially reduced the work of the de- 
partment. The following form let- 
ter has been sent oat ia response to 
applications: 


"We beg to advise yon that It is 


no longer necessary to bare a permit 
Issued by this department for a per- 
son to train his dogs on game dnr-j 
ing the months of September and 
October. Pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 20S of the Conservation 
Laws, the owner of any dnly licensed
